| APPROPRIATIONS 


Washington, D. C., July 12.—[Spe- 

cial.]—Conflicting claims as to the rec- 
ord of the present congress with re- 
spect to appropriations were made to- 
day by Representative Madden [IIL], 
| chairman of the house committee on 
appropriations, and by Representative 
Byrns [Tenn.], ranking Democratic 
member of the committee. 
Mr. Madden, in a comprehensive re- 
view of the appropriation measures re- 
cently passed for the fiscal year, which 
began on July 1, declared that the Re- 
publican congrese had made a finan- 
cidi record “not surpassed by any pe- 
riod in the history of thé country.” 

Total appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1923, including those for the 
postal service, which are payable from 


035.382, as against $4,066,316,366 for 
the fiscal year 1922, or a decrease of 
$319,280,984. Deducting the appropria- 
tions for the postal service amounting 
to $565,064,786, appropriations for the 
fiseal year 1923 amounted to $3,181,- 
970,596, as against $3,486,329,515 for 
the fiscal year 1922. The budget esti- 
mates submitted for the fiscal year 1923 
amounted to  $%3,919,558,429. The 
amount appropriated represented a re- 
duction of $172,523 046 from the budget 
estimates.
